A flask of lightning 
got into too close proximity to their 
wires and more than half the phones 
in the city went out of commission. 
Ihe damage has been about repaired, 
although it kept Manager Brownlee 
and his assistants on the jump night 
and day.

Our new course of study has already 


proved of great value in many direc- 
tions. 
When our teachers shall all 


become thoroughly familiar with.it, 
and shall all be in line in an earnest 
endeavor to carry out its provisions 
in all their practical bearings, we shall 
materially advance the interest and 
welfare of the children, for whom alone 
the schools are malntainea. 


The course contemplates more prac- 


tical work than ever before, net more 
or harder work. In fact, an effort has 
been made to have the pupils do less 
work in many of the grades—in the 
primary grades especially—but to have 
that mark more thorough and prac- 
tical.

HAT trade unionism means and wheie it Is tending 


•was discussed by Charles S. Darrow in a recent 


address in Chicago 
Mr Darrow was counsel for the coal 


miners befoie the commission appointed by the president 
and is a prominent and active fiiend of the labor causte. 
Having identified himself with it and given much time to 
the industi lal study of industrial an deconomic matters, 
Mr. DaroVr speaks with some authority. He says that the 
only solution to the impending crisis in industrial affairs 
throughout the world is for the unions to discontinue build- 
ing up the trade monopolies on the one hand and a labor 
Vnoiiopoly on the other, and go into politics to secure just 
\a~ws and establish conditions that will make it more dif- 
ficult for those possessing immense wealth to increase 
it. Public ownership of commodities and utilities and the 
elimination o£ the employer was the keynote of the address 


"'Only one way exists to tecind the evil of monopoly" 


he said "and that is to take possession of it 
No few can 


be allowed to own the coal, the iron, the forests 01 the var- 
ious othei commodities and necessities of life, so the 
fetteigy of unionism must be applied in seeming these 
things foi the people at laige, the gieat nruxss af whom 
are neithei capitalists noi membets of trade unions" 


Present attempts to laise wages, Mr Danow character- 


ises ab the natural tesult of raising the prices of commod- 
ities and said that any ends gained along that line were 
artificial and of little peirnanent good
